Some Sanitary Problems for Trailer Dwellers

The trail- 
er family must develop a public 
conscience to cope with this, or 
else the trailer family must be 
taught that it has obligations, and 
that if those obligations are not 
met, redress will follow. 


In San Francisco, the city has 


published a Sanitary Code for Au- 
tomobile Trailers. 
This recom- 


mends that all trailers should be 
equipped with an air-tight con- 
tainer of not lesa than five gallons 
capacity for the storage of gar- 
bage. 
This container 
must be 


emptied only in places approved 
and so designated by the health 
authorities of a particular locality. 
If the trailer is equipped with 
running water and a flush toilet, 
an adequate sewage tank should 
be provided underneath the trailer 
for the collection and storage of 


such waste. 
The tank should be 


emptied only into sewer connection 
or by other approved methods of 
disposal provided by the commu- 
nity. 
When equipped with water 


tanks for the use of the trailer 
family, these tanks must be in- 
spected by an approved health au- 
thority at intervals of sLx months, 
so as to guarantee the potability 
of the water. 
Regulations con- 


cerning parking, food supply, ven- 
tilation, cleanliness and screening 
also are Included in this code. 
Pasteurized milk is recommended 
exclusively, although it seems to 
me that this could be extended to 
such canned milks as evaporated, 
Klim and Dryco. 


An especial regulation which ap-

cure and prevention of

In many countries, it is said, 
the number of hospital beds devoted to 
mental cases exceeds the number assigned 
to all other diseases combined. The number 
of feeble-minded, delinquents, criminally 
insane and other asylum inmates is appall- 
ing. In need of mental treatment, too, are 
great numbers who suffer from prevent- 
able anxieties, phobias, tantrums, com- 
plexes and anomalous or unbalanced be- 
havior of otherwise normal human beings.

The first and greatest influence 


in Edward Grieg's life was that of 
the Norwegian violinist and patri- 
ot, Ole Buel, who Interested the 
young man in the national music 
of Norway and persuaded his fam- 
ily to send him to Leipsic for con- 
servatory training. 
Other later 


influences were from Gade, Liszt, 
Schumann. 
He traveled widely 


on the continent and in England, 
but never visited America. 


The last years of his life were 


•pent at Trail's Hill, his estate in 
Norway, where he composed in a 
wooden shack, only large enough to 
accommodate his piano, a fire- 
place, and himself. 
He was held 


In great reverence by his country- 
men of all rank from peasants to 
noblemen. 
He gave a great aer- 
.^ vice to Norway because of his use 
IP of folk tunes and the national spir- 


it of his music. He has been called 
the finest portrayer of Norse life 
and the national spirit in music.
